vo tes!” and they sho uted in re­ 
ply : “ Yo u're go ing to get ’em, 
Adlai!” 
Stevenso n seemed to put new 
snap into his campaigning during 
two day s in Califo rnia, In Lo s An­

streets, shaking hands o n all sides 
and signing auto graphs. 
Ho wever, he insisted at an air­ 
po rt news co nference that there 
isn t any “new Stevenso n.” He 
added that "I do n’t believe I co uld 
change if I wanted to .”

Altho ugh he thumped Stevenso n 
in the Minneso ta prim ary IO day s 
ago , the Tennessee senato r de­ 
scribed his rival as “ still the lead­ 
ing candidate” fo r the no minatio n. 
He to ld newsmen in Albuq uerq ue 
he felt this is so because Steven­ 
so n, the Demo crats’ presidential 
candidate in 19 52, is titular head o f 
the party . 
At an earlier news co nference in 
Santa Fe. Kefauver said he be­ 
lieves he is running back o f Stev- 
eneo n in Califo rnia, but in bo lt! in­ 


stances. he ex pressed the view’ he 
is clo sing the gap. 
Stevenso n renewed his criticism 
o f Kefauver fo r charging “ bo ss­ 
ism ” against so me o f Stevenso n's 
suppo rters.

suppo rts me is a bo ss,” Stevenso n 
said in Lo s Angeles. 
But in Albuq uerq ue, Kefauver

Then he reiter­ 
ated W'hat he has said in substance 
befo re—that so me po litical leaders 
in Minneso ta and Califo rnia go t to ­ 
gether o n early endo rsement o f 
Stevenso n with the apparent pur­ 
po se. Kefauver said, “o f freezing 
me o ut.”

The big difference seemed to be 
that

repo rt sho wed Co mmunist China 
and Fo rmo sa as direct traders — 
o ne the impo rter, the o ther the 
ex po rter. 
In Taipei, a Natio nalist Chinese 
spo kesman said any ex po rts fro m 
Fo rmo sa that might have go tten 
thro ugh Ho ng Ko ng to Red China 
were no nstrategic. He denied there 
is any direct trade. On the few 
o ccasio ns when strategic items go 
to Ho ng Ko ng, the so urce said, 
there is a prio r understanding that 
they will stay In the British co lo ny . 
Ho ng Ko ng appears in Ho llister's 
tabulatio n to o as im po rter between 
January and August 19 56 o f 150 
millio ns in Red China go o ds and 
ex po rter to Red China o f $9 4,600.*

A Questio n Mark 
This disparity was o ne mo re 
q uestio n mark in the subco mmit­ 
tee’s clash with Eisenho wer ad­ 
ministratio n o fficials o ver East- 
West trade data. Ho o ver's testi­ 
mo ny Thursday was behind clo sed 
do o rs but a partial transcript was 
made available afterward. Ho llis­ 
ter also was present.

Blast Rips 
Oil l anker 
Iii Tex as 


Two Crew men Hurt; 
Near-Panic Fo llo w s 
Spectacular Fire 


BAYTOWN. Tex . IB- A spectac­ 
ular 
ex plo sio n 
Thursday 
night 
blasted a gaping ho le in an o il 
tanker taking o n kero sene at a 
do ck. Orange flam es ro ared 300 
feet Into the sky . 
Two crewmen were sent to the 
ho spital. Mo st o f the ship's 42-man 
crew were o n sho re leave. 
The ex plo sio n o f the 10.000-to n 
tanker Esso Paterso n ro cked this 
o il and chemical city o n the indus­ 
try -lined Ho usto n ship canal. It was 
felt in suburban Ho usto n 25 miles 
away . 
The flames were ex tinguished in 
an ho ur, but in the meantime there 
was near panic here. Residents 
vividly remembered the ship ex ­ 
plo sio n in nearby Tex as City that 
killed at least 510 peo ple in 19 47. 
The tanker was mo o red po rtside 
to the do ck and the ex plo sio n o c­ 
curred o n the sh ip s starbo ard 
side. As result the fo rce o f the 
blast and the fire sho t o ut o ver 
to e* w ater and aw ay fro m the in­ 
flammable installatio ns alo ng the 
do ck. 
The Esso Paterso n was at a do ck 
o f the huge Humble Refinery . The 
blast ripped a ho le 12 feet wide 
and 30 feet deep, ex tending fro m 
the w ater line to the deck, o n the 
starbo ard side. Humble o fficials 
declined to estimate the lo ss but a 
crew member said the damage to 
the tanker was “ heavy ” with the 
ship's plates to rn and bent.

Arab tensio ns starkly represented 
by the divisio n o f this o ld ho ly 
city . 
Guns Quiet 
Guns alo ng the fro ntier dividing 
the city between Israel and Jo r­ 
dan were stilled. But so me Ho ly 
Week o bservances were curtailed, 
and residents o f Arab Jerusalem 
co mplained that war jitters had 
kept visito r* away . Ho tel facilities 
were bo o ked so lid fro m Thursday 
thro ugh E aster Sunday in the Old 
City but the ex tra acco mo datio ns 
req uired in past y ears were no t 
needed this E aster seaso n. 
The chief Easter sites are o n 
the Arab side o f the line dividing 
Jerusalem , but a ceremo ny co m­ 
memo rating the Last Supper had 
to sto p sho rt Thursday night be­ 
cause o f the divisio n o f the city .
